field, Mr. Chaoe stated that the minimum

Mr. G. L. Cooke supported the bill, bo. 


lieving it would reduce the number of the 
militia, whioh he believed was desirable. 


Mr. Qilpin moved to strike out altogether 


.Section 12, whioh prohibits tho parading of 
any societies or organizations with arms, 
except the militia and United States troops. 
He instanced tho Knights Templar, Odd 
Fellows, Knights of Pythias nnd Knights of 
St. Patrick. He also claimed thnt the right 
to have and bear arms was guaranteed by 
the United States Constitution, aud could 
not bo taken awny. 


Mr. Sheffield favored striking out; ho did

with, and sundry minor amendments were 
made. 


In Section 85 Mr. Sheffield suggested that

Joshua Barney, then not long returned from 
service under the French flag,invited him to 
Baltimore, and there, at the houso of Sam- 
uel Chase, one of'the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Indopondence, he mot Miss Patter- 
son, of whose beauty and wit he had 
heard 


in Martinique. "I know tho most beautiful 
young woman in the world." had an ex- 
Baltimorean lady said to him, "whom you 
must marry," and when one of his suite, M. 
Kubelle, married at Baltimore, and Jerome 
Bonaparte declared that he never would 
wed an American, receiving the reply to 
wait till ho bod seen Miss Patterson.

powder. There were no groomsmen and 
but two bridesmaids—tho Misses Brown. 


According to, tho correspondence found 


seven years ago in a heap of paper stock in 
a Baltimore warehouse, three weeks after 
the marriage other anonymous letters came 
to Mmo. Bonaparto's father, warning him 
that tho "French fop of a fool" would leave 
his wife, go homo to Franco and repudiate 
his marriage. Early in February, 1804, Mr, 
Patterson was writing to Mr. Livingston, 
onr minister at Paris, to prepare him "to 
explain or repel any unfavorable or un- 
due impression it (tho marriage) might 
make on the mind of the First Consul, 
or any of the family," p.nd assuring him that 
Jerome hiid never received tho smallest en- 
couragement to address bis daughter. 
On 


.the llth of March, Kobert Patterson, tbe 
bride's brother, arrived at Paris and re- 
ported that at Mr. Madison's request Mr. 
Livingston waa making every exertion to 
reconcile Bonaparte to hin brother's mar- 
riago. "Bonaparte/1 the letter continued, 
"is of ft very irritable temper and is at pres- 
ent highly inoonsed with bis brother, 
Still, 


Mr. Livingston thinks he will after * while 
become better satisfied with tho union." 


February 1C, 1805, Robert Pattorson wrot» 


in cipher to his father that he had it from 
the. 
American Minister that Napoleon had 


determined to imprison Jerome, "where ho 
should remain till he repudiated his wife 
and married another," end that Jerome was 
only safe in America. By tho 3d of Moy, 
1805, reports that the marriage had been an- 
nulled wero published at Philadelphia. In 
Juno Jerome was cruising off Qenos. in the 
Pomona, while his wife, who on tho eve of 
her confinement had left tho Texol, not per- 
mitted to land, had reached Dover and 
found a refugo in London, where, tit Camber-

beth Bonaparte." 
Jerome was stung at 


her acceptance of money from his brother, 
but she retorted that she preferred shelter 
under the wing of tho eagle to shelter un- 
der the wing of tho goose. To Napoleon's 
memory she was grateful, for she declined 
to visit the Court of Louis XVIII., "not 
wishing to pose for a victim of imperial 
tyranny." Under the Kentoration she was 
one of the reigning beauties of Paris.
